residential units available for business ventures. ‘

By removing the present

dwellings there are available

32 building sites which are at the present time located in a C-1

Zone, (Retail Commercial,)

In the area under hearing we have a total of 2 vacant lots.
The balance is built up with approximately 14 4.family flats,
16 single dwellings, 4 commercial lots (Corner Crenshaw Blvd.)

To change the Zone on this street at this time would be
detrimental to values of the existing structures by allowing small
business buildings to encroach in front of Homes and Apartmernts.

Generally speaking, combination of stores and apartments
are undesirable from the standpoint of both the store and the
apartments. Streets or other spaces congested with parked auto-
mobiles of the apartment dwellers district provides a poor resi-
dential environment, especially for children.

Changing this Zone R-3 to

C-1 Commercial would no doubt

increase the land value, but whether this would offset the in-

creased assessed valuation

which

could cost these property

owners considerable more in their tax bills in questionable.
We believe that the highest and most economical use of the

land in question, at this time,
Residence Zone R-3.
